Athlete puts competitiveness 


on hold to win grant

AGAWAM — There are often many unsung heroes when 
a disaster strikes. One Agawam student became such a hero 
to arival school after it was damaged by the devastating June 
1 tornado that roared through Western Massachusetts. 

Springfield’s Cathedral High School was nearly destroyed 
by the raging winds that reached, at its most powerful, up 
to 160 miles per hour on its 39-mile path of destruction. Its 
athletic facilities — including equipment and uniforms — sus- 
tained severe damage when the gym’s roof was ripped off 
and a locker room wall was blown out. Some of the school’s 
teams were forced to borrow equipment from other schools 
to finish their season. 

Zachary “Zack” Sabadosa, 16, is a member of the Agawam 
High School varsity baseball team who got a close-up look at 
the damage and destruction sustained by the school when his 
team traveled to Cathedral just days after the tornado. 

“T was shocked by what I saw. They were hit pretty hard,” 
he said. 

Compassion overcame competitiveness 

Even though there is a strong rivalry between Cathedral and 

Agawam, Zack’s compassion overcame his competitiveness. 
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A member of Agawam High School’s varsity 
baseball team, Zachary Sabadosa is a very 
competitive athlete. But when he saw Cathe- 
dral High School desperately needed help after 
being struck by a tornado, Zack put aside his 
rivalry to write an essay that won Cathedral a 
$20,000 grant. 


“T really felt bad for them. They didn’t deserve what hap- 

pened to their school. I wanted to do something,” he said. 
Zack’s concern turned to action when he saw an online 
contest — the ESPN and Powerade Rise Up for Your School

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candidates 
weigh in

AGAWAM  - Despite their political differences, the two re- 
maining Agawam mayoral candidates, incumbent Mayor Rich- 
ard A. Cohen and former state Rep. Rosemary Sandlin, share 
certain important commitments, as revealed in discussions 
with each soon after the preliminary election held on Tuesday, 
Oct. 11. 

Both candidates, for example, are generally opposed to the 
use of service-specific fees as a revenue measure. Cohen said 
flatly, “I’m opposed to charging fees for trash and sports. I have 
department heads who want to impose fees all the time, so it 
will give them a bigger budget, but I say ‘no.’” 

When Sandlin talks about changes in budgetary matters, she 
speaks of “performance-based budgeting,” that is, re-working 
the budget process and documentation so that actual benefit 
gained is tracked along with the money spent on specific tasks. 
But she concurs with Cohen’s wariness about fees. 

The two candidates also each expressed satisfaction with the 
turnout in the preliminary voting. Cohen said that when there 
is only one race on the ballot, turnout is often low. This time, 
Town Clerk Richard M. Theroux expected that it would be “in 
the 15 to 17 percent area,’ but the mayor was happy that 22 
percent of voters turned out to the polls. 

In the final round, he said, the clerk expects 55 percent. 

“T hope it’s higher. We have a democratic process we should

November election 
races take shape

AGAWAM — Municipal elections 
are just around the corner and voters 
will have the opportunity to choose 
from a slate of candidates for the con- 
tested city council race, in addition to 
filling the school committee seats and 
deciding who will take the helm in the 
mayor’s office. 

A total of 18 people, including eight 
incumbents, will face off in the town 
election next month to fill 11 seats on the Agawam City 
Council, while six people, including five incumbents, are 
running to fill the six seats of the Agawam School Com- 
mittee. The two mayoral candidates who received the high- 
est number of votes in the Oct. 11 preliminary election will 
also go head-to-head in November. 

The election will be held on Tuesday, Nov. 8 from 8 a.m. 
to 8 p.m. at polling locations around town. 

The 18 candidates for the 11-member city council are 
George Bitzas, Peter Boadry, Cecilia Calabrese, Paul Ca- 
vallo, Billy Chester, James Cichetti, Arthur Groux, Christo- 
pher Johnson, Gina Letellier, Robert Magovern, Peter Mc- 
Nair, Joseph Mineo, Rose Misischia, Dennis Perry, Donald 
Rheault, Robert Rossi, Louis Russo and Anthony Suffriti. 
Of those, Bitzas, Cichetti, Letellier, Magovern, Mineo, Per- 
ry, Rheault and Rossi are incumbents. 

Current city councilors Jill Messick, Jill Simpson and 
John Walsh are not seeking re-election. 

Looking to fill the six school committee seats are An- 
thony Bonavita, Shelley Borgatti-Reed, Roberta Doering, 
Linda Galarneau, Diane Juzba and Wendy Rua. The only 
new face in that field is Wendy Rua, who is running for the 
seat Kathleen A. Mouneimneh currently holds. Mouneim- 
neh is not seeking re-election. 

And in the hotly contested mayoral race, Richard A. Co- 
hen will square off with former state Rep. Rosemary Sand- 
lin for the seat Cohen currently holds. 

The last day to register as a voter to be qualified to vote in 
the town election was yesterday, Oct. 19. 

The election will be held on Tuesday, Nov. 8.

AGAWAM — If the efforts of town offi- 
cials pay off, residents of both Agawam and 
West Springfield will benefit from programs 
offered at a YMCA facility right here in Aga- 
wam. 

According to Mayor Richard A. Cohen, a 
local group is working with the YMCA of 
Greater Springfield to open a storefront Y- 
Express, a smaller scale version of YMCA, 
to the town. The group — chaired by Aga- 
wam resident Robert J. Wiley, dean of the 
school of human services at Springfield Col- 
lege and Sue Lavoie, vice president of the 
Eastern States Exposition in West Spring- 
field — is in the process of drafting a pre- 
liminary business plan that Cohen hopes will 
be completed during a breakfast meeting on 
Oct. 24. 

The project is one Cohen has been work- 
ing on for nearly two years. 

“Back in 2007, I worked with [YMCA 
of Greater Springfield] Executive Director 
James Morton and I established a commit- 
tee chaired by Anthony Bonavita to look at a 
community center like a Boys & Girls Club,” 
said Cohen. “When I returned as mayor, we 
picked up where we left off.” 

At that time, however, Cohen said there 
was talk of a full-scale, freestanding YMCA 
in town, although that was ultimately deter- 
mined to be too costly. 

In lieu of a full YMCA, Cohen said he 
wanted to bring a Y-Express to town, and 
went so far as to visit a storefront on the 
second floor of the XL Center in Hartford, 
Conn. to learn more about its operation. 

“We were extremely impressed with the 
operation there,’ said Cohen. 

If brought to Agawam, the Y-Express 
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Y Express eyes 
Agawam storefront 


would serve as a hub for services to the 
community, benefiting residents of all ages 
from the town of Agawam as well as West 
Springfield, said Cohen, adding it would not 
compete with the Springfield YMCA. Rath- 
er, it would offer programs like pre-school 
sports, aquatic safety, teen outreach, educa- 
tion, fitness, healthful living and wellness for 
youths, adults and seniors. 

It would be “a place for people of all ages 
to attend,’ Cohen said. 

The YMCA of Greater Springfield was 
founded in 1852 and is the second-oldest 
YMCA in the country. It 1s based in Spring- 
field and serves 14 towns and cities in the 
area with a mission to provide “quality pro- 
grams that promote lifelong personal growth 
and the balanced development of spirit, mind 
and body for all,” according to a letter dated 
Sept. 9 signed by Kirk Smith, president/CEO 
of the YMCA of Greater Springfield. 

Cohen said he is currently in talks with 
two landlords in Agawam for the Y-Express, 
but declined to provide those locations at 
presstime. He did say he would like to see 
the idea come to fruition. 

“T am hopeful that, if everything goes as 
planned, we can do this within a year,’ he 
said. 

In addition to the programs that could 
be offered by a Y-Express storefront, Co- 
hen said the town might benefit from an 
increased presence of the Boys & Girls 
Club of Greater Westfield. That entity 
plans to do a needs assessment regarding 
whether it should expand into Agawam. 
The potential for the Boys & Girls Club cou- 
pled with a Y-Express, along with the pro- 
grams and services currently offered by the 
town, could mean an increase in the ability 
to meet the needs of local residents. 

“Tm very excited about it,’ Cohen said. 
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Dollars flow through 
pipeline connection

AGAWAM -— Phase I of the Southwest 
Sewer Project is now complete, and residents 
have or will begin receiving notices that they 
are now able to hook up to the new sewer 
system, said Robert Rossi, city council vice 
president and chair of the sewer committee. 

Rossi estimated all residents along the 
roads affected by Phase I will be charged bet- 
terment costs of around $2,000 to $2,600. 

The project, which began last year, hooked 
up several residents living along South West- 
field Street to the town-wide sewer system 
this year. The first phase also includes a 
pipeline along the highway section of Route 
57 that will take sewage from the residences 
to Bondi’s Island, the town’s sewer treat- 
ment plant. 

Phase II of the project will consist of 
hooking up residents on parts of South West- 
field Street that were not hooked up during 
Phase I, and parts of Barry Street and Pine 
Street. Part of the project will also include 
sewer access for a stretch of 182 acres of un- 
developed land. 

Rossi believes the land will gain value and 
could have more potential for the installation 
of residential development or even business- 
es in the southwest section of town. Either 
would benefit the tax base in Agawam dur- 
ing difficult economic times, Rossi said. 

“This 1s something that can really help to 
grow and stimulate our town economy,’ he 
said. 

Rossi said the sewer project would help 
make the land more attractive to businesses 
that would not have otherwise been inter- 
ested in buying it. 

“There are larger stores that we could 
bring in to Agawam...but if they do not have 
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that sewer system to hook up to, they are not 
going to build here,” he said. “This is an op- 
portunity that we cannot afford to miss and 
that is how the sewer system is going to ben- 
efit us. The only way our town is going to 
grow is if we can expand our tax base, espe- 
cially during a time when federal and state 
aid are going down every year.’ 

For existing residents, the hook-up to the 
sewer system is actually optional, but Rossi 
said it is beneficial to residents to hook up 
and add value to their own property in the 
event that they wish to sell. Either way, a 
resident will have to pay for the construc- 
tion betterment cost. There is also a charge 
to hook up, but the two bills can be paid over 
a 20-year period, Rossi said. 

“Residents will pay around $5,500 if they 
hook up during Phase I,” said Rossi. “They 
could pay about $20 per month if they want 
to.” 

The cost of the first phase came in signifi- 
cantly under budget, he said. More than $3.7 
million was authorized to be spent on first 
phase. The total construction costs and the 
price for acquiring land for the pump sta- 
tions that part of Phase II came in at $2.2 
million. There is approximately $1.6 million 
left in the Phase I authorization. 

Rossi went on to say that $643,600 will be 
spent for the design of Phase II and the re- 
maining $900,000 will be applied to Phase II 
construction. Phase II is currently projected 
to cost $7.3 million. 

Phase II will include 21,000 feet of sewer 
pipeline. There are land acquisition issues 
being cleared up for one of the pumping sta- 
tions. Bid documents for Phase IT should be 
completed by the end of the calendar year 
and construction should begin sometime 
next spring, he said.

Legislature hedges 
law enforcement bets 


hose who believe the casino issue has 

been studied enough prior to the intro- 
duction of recent enabling bills in the Leg- 
islature would be well advised to notice the 
preponderance of law enforcement language 
within them. Clearly, those who have been 
investigating the evolving proposals feel that 
there is a plethora of opportunities for abuse, 
from organized crime to alcoholism and oth- 
er addictions. Well, at least that means that 
they have identified the potential for crimi- 
nal activity from all angles and have set up 
plenty of roadblocks. 

Or have they? It doesn’t look that way to 
US. 

We believe that those seeking some legal 
remedy to crime of any kind relative to the 
presence of a casino gambling establishment 
— be it a local or stage agency — will be faced 
with a veritable maze of jurisdictional and 
procedural obstacles, with authority divided 
among local and State Police, the attorney 
general’s office and an omniscient “gaming 
commission” among other agencies. And 
this is more than just a theoretical argument. 
People partaking of too many free drinks 
and getting into a traffic accident on one of 
our local roads could surely stress our emer- 
gency services. Moreover, in an age of ever- 
expanding financial crime such as identity 
theft and other forms of fraud, what better 
outpost for such tendencies than a business 
that targets the wallets of customers from 
several angles the moment they step in the 
door? It might just be that many of the “jobs” 
created through such legislation will be for 
various agents of the law, but does anyone 
really have a handle on how they will go 
about their work? 

The vast bureaucracy of law enforcement 
personnel — many of whom will be indepen- 
dent of the interests of local officials with 
“boots on the ground” — will likely cost 
the taxpayers of Massachusetts hundreds 
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of thousands or even millions of dollars to 
organize, before a switch is pressed on a 
single slot machine anywhere in the state. 
And opponents of the institutionalization of 
casinos on Beacon Hill have often pointed 
to the challenges that Native American tribal 
casino goals could present once Gov. Deval 
Patrick signs whatever legislation comes out 
of the conference committee between the 
House and Senate. While we certainly sup- 
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port the rights of Native Americans to bet- 
ter themselves, it is ominous that the federal 
Indian Gaming Act will kick in the moment 
casinos become legal in the state. We could 
be faced with much more than three resort 
casinos and a slot parlor, which would not 
only more than saturate the market for ca- 
sino gambling but could present even more 
jurisdictional uncertainty. 

The cold, hard truth is that crime is but

one of many social and fiscal ramifications 
of casinos that have not been given enough 
thought. And much like local police could 
have their hands full chasing around those 
operating under the influence, our leadership 
and the residents that have been understand- 
ably grasping at any perceived economic 
stimulus need to set up a radar trap for these 
problems before it’s too late. 


Benefactor’s wishes 
not being followed

The historic Captain Charles Leonard 
House on Main Street in Agawam held a 
benefit wine tasting on Friday, Oct. 14, with 
all proceeds to benefit the Leonard House. 
David Cecchi is listed as a trustee of the 
Leonard House, and his 2005 book, “Aga- 
wam and Feeding Hills Revisited,’ states 
that Minerva Davis purchased the house in 
1938, had it restored, and created a board of 
trustees to operate it as Agawam’s Commu- 
nity House. 

Cecchi’s book also states that one of the 
stipulations that Davis put in place when 
her community house opened was. that 
no alcohol could be served on the prem- 
ises. That’s a bizarre proviso coming from 
a woman whose father was a distiller, 
but it was her prerogative nonetheless. 
How then could the Leonard House hold a 
wine tasting last week in light of Minerva’s 
proscription? I asked another trustee and 
got this reply: “Some time ago the trust- 
ees voted to allow alcoholic beverages to 
be served at the Leonard House. People 
who rent the house for events have the op- 
portunity to have a champagne toast at 
a wedding reception, or sometimes an 
alcoholic punch is served at a shower.’ 
I don’t think that Minerva, who was born 
the year the Civil War began and died in 
1956 at age 94, would be too happy to learn 
that her wishes were not being followed.

be proud of and participate in it,’ said Cohen. 

Sandlin expressed similar sentiments. She also took some 
credit for the turnout in the preliminary voting. Such a cam- 
paign is all about firing up one’s base, she said, and her team 
did this. “We made about 1,500 phone calls getting the vote 
out.” 

‘No comment’ on sick days 

Another point on which the two candidates concurred is 
their reticence about an employer mandate now before the 
state legislature. The 2011 G.O.P. Jobs Tour held a meeting in 
Agawam, at the Senior Center, on Sept. 26. At that meeting, 
one local businesswoman expressed concern about the costs 
of a proposal that would require every employer to allow its 
employers seven days of paid sick leave. 

Cohen, when asked about this, said: “My job is to help small 
business in this town. I’m doing what I can, and I hope the 
state legislators will do the same.” Asked specifically whether 
he would have any advice for an area state legislator as to the 
sick-leave mandate, he said, ““No.” 

Sandlin, herself a former third Hampden District state rep- 
resentative, said that she is glad she no longer holds that post 
in that she doesn’t have to have an opinion on this. She noted

that there is customarily a “small business” exemption to such 
bills, and small businesses are defined in terms of the number 
of full-time employees each business has. But she also asked, 
“What exactly is a small business?” indicating that creating the 
right threshold is a tricky and somewhat arbitrary matter. 

“Is MacDonald’s a small business? It employs a lot of peo- 
ple, but they aren’t full-timers,” she said. 

Refunds and rainy days 

On another front, Cohen reiterated his view that the seniors’ 
tax exemption (which passed with his endorsement at the Oct. 
5 council meeting), involves a very modest outlay in refunds. 

“There is plenty of money [in the abatement fund] to absorb 
this with no extra costs to the taxpayer. We’re talking about 
only $20 to $40 thousand in refunds. That’s an estimate by 
the assessor, whose job it is to look at just that, and I believe 

Sandlin said that she sees both sides of the tax exemption 
issue. There are seniors who benefit from this assistance, but 
the revenue, like the revenue that would have been generated 
by the personal property tax on equipment had it not been 
for the recent increased exemption, will have to be made up 
somewhere, she said. Agawam is in effect depleting “rainy day 
funds.”

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Agawam woman part of history in tornado-torn city 


SPRINGFIELD - Lizz Gloster, of Agawam, a second-year 
student at Springfield College, was home for the summer on 
June 1, when she learned that the tornados devastating the 
woods behind her home had also torn through parts of her 
college campus. 

Taking a direct hit was International Hall, the student 
residence hall where she was scheduled to live and begin 
a one-year appointment as resident assistant in September. 
The damage was mindnumbing, and Gloster wondered if she 
would have a job and a place to live on the campus for the 
fall term. 

Winds estimated at up to 160 miles per hour blew out al- 
most every window in International Hall, ripped doors from 
hinges, tore away ceilings and some flooring, damaged the 
roof and threw furniture out of the windows into Lake Mas- 
sassoit behind the building. The exterior deck collapsed, 
trees were uprooted or snapped, and shards of glass and de- 
bris were embedded in the lawn. Fortunately, students had 
left for the summer and nobody was injured. 

“T was glad to hear that everyone was safe,” she said. 

Also fortunately, the sturdy 1964 brick building with 
cinderblock interior walls withstood more than double the 
wind load that it was designed to take. When a structural 
engineer’s report declared the building sound, the college 
committed to restoring it at the almost impossibly rapid pace 
of 12 weeks. Damage that severe normally takes nine to 12 
months to repair. 

In September, Gloster and 300 other students moved in.

Contest — offering a $20,000 grant to three schools 
across the country to upgrade their athletic facili- 
ties. He quickly typed and entered a one-page essay 
describing Cathedral’s situation and why the school 
would be an excellent candidate for the grant. 

“T wasn’t expecting to win,” said Zack, who didn’t 
print a copy of his essay or even tell his parents, Bill 
and Sheila Sabadosa, about it. “I thought it would be 
cool if they at least read it. The best I expected was an 
email telling me they had read my essay.” 

He did get an email — but not the one he was ex- 
pecting. In August, ESPN told him his essay was so 
compelling that he had been selected as one of 10 
finalists in the contest. That’s when Zack’s parents 
— and Cathedral — learned about his efforts. 

“We had just returned home from a baseball tour- 
nament in Cooperstown, N.Y., with our younger son, 
Austin. Zack asked us to sign a release from ESPN 
and Powerade that would allow them to use his 
name,” recalled Sheila Sabadosa. 


“It’s gorgeous now,” said Gloster. “It’s really impressive 
how quickly everything was done.”

Several days later, Cathedral received some 
much-needed good news: they won the grant. 
When Zack got the news, he couldn’t believe it. 
“T never thought in a million years my essay would 
win. I’m thrilled I could help Cathedral.” 


High praise and special recognition 

Hegarty said Cathedral’s students, faculty, and 
alumni were “taken aback” when they first heard an 
Agawam student had nominated their school. 

“Sometimes tough times can bring out the best in 
people,” he said. “If everyone acted like Zack did, 
our world would be a better place.” 

While Hegarty is still discussing with ESPN and 
Powerade how it will use the grant, Zack’s rival 
school didn’t wait until the final details to honor 
him. At a recent Agawam vs. Cathedral football 
game, Zack was recognized with an announcement 
over the PA system prior to the game and then pre- 
sented with a small gift. 

“We can never fully repay Zack for his efforts, 
but I hope he knows that everyone at Cathedral is 
extremely thankful for what he did,” said Hegarty. 

Zack will also be honored by the Agawam School Com- 
mittee at its Oct. 25 meeting. 

‘“Zack’s actions are definitely something we need to cel- 
ebrate,” said AHS Principal Steve Lemanski. 

“We have many unsung heroes at our school — teachers 
and students — who are doing much to help others. By ac- 
knowledging Zack’s compassion and concern for Cathedral 
it shows that our school’s slogan, “Do the right thing,’ makes 
a difference in our students’ lives.” 

Zack is very modest about his accomplishment, but his 
parents are “beaming” with pride. “You raise your kids to be 
thoughtful and caring — and keep your fingers crossed that 
they will do the right thing,” said Sheila Sabadosa. 

“We are blessed with both of our boys. It’s nice to get 
stopped at the grocery store or at a town function and have 
people tell you what a great thing your son has done. It puts 
a huge smile on your face.”

AGAWAM — The Agawam City Council has unanimously 
withdrawn a resolution accepting the right of first refusal on 
a property located at 358 Corey St., formerly known as the 
Agawam Sportsmen’s Club. 

Town Assessor Kevin Baldini, armed with information 
from the Registry of Deeds confirmed last week the property 
has not applied for Massachusetts General Law Chapter 61B 
status since 2008, a status used to classify recreational land. 

City Council President Don Rheault made the announce- 
ment at the Oct. 5 city council meeting, saying that the infor- 
mation from Baldini shows the property is no longer under 
Chapter 61B, meaning the council does not have the right of 
first refusal. 

Councilor Robert Magovern, who originally sponsored 
the resolution, proposed to withdraw it at the Sept. 19 meet-

Other councilors, including Jill Messick and Robert Rossi, 
waited for more information because they want to gauge the 
town’s potential interest in purchasing the land using Com- 
munity Preservation Act funds. 

Rossi repeated his interest in the land following the with- 
drawal of the agenda item. He says he has wanted to see the 
town purchase the land to be kept for open space and said it 
could be added to land abutting School Street Park. 

He also plans to look into what he believes was an error 
made by the city council, which in 2005 changed the zon- 
ing of the land from agricultural to residential. He says he 
believes the council, which rules on zone changes, did not 
have the right to change the zoning at the time and that the 
council should look into the possibility of changing the zon- 
ing back. 

“T believe there are questions that still need to be an- 
swered,” said Rossi. “I think there were procedural errors 
made then (in 2005 when the zone change was approved). I 
would like to see the zone change reversed.” 

If the zone was changed back to agricultural, it would not 
allow developers, who Magovern said are interested in pur- 
chasing the land to produce condominiums, to build on the 
land. 

Messick also stated she would like to see the land pre- 
served as open space. 

“The land is located near the entrance of Agawam and I 
think people should see nice open space when they enter our 
town instead of condos,” Messick said. 

Councilor Joe Mineo restated his opinion that the property 
was never part of the master plan for School Street Park and
